ANNUAL  REPORT,  1907.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hanwell  Urban 

District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration,  this 
my  eleventh  annual  report  on  the  health  conditions  that  have 
prevailed  during  the  year  1907,  and  also  the  various  statistics 
connected  with  the  same. 


Population. 

One  of  the  most  important  items  in  these  Annual  Reports 
is  that  of  getting  a correct  estimate  of  the  population,  for  on 
this  all,  or  nearly  all,  the  various  statistics,  rates,  proportions 
or  ratios  are  based,  and  it  is  obvious  that  if  this  is  not  so  in 
adjoining  districts,  comparison  cannot  be  made  with  any 
amount  of  accuracy,  until  the  estimate  of  the  populations  of 
the  districts  compared  are  estimated  accurately,  if  not  in  the 
same  manner  (for  unfortunately  there  are  a variety  of  methods 
of  making  this  estimation),  the  most  accurate  being  that  of 
enumeration,  but  this  of  course  is  expensive,  and  therefore 
only  done  at  intervals  and  not  yearly  as  one  would  like. 

I am  again  this  year  using  the  same  method  as  in  previous 
years,  that  of  multiplying  the  number  of  occupied  houses  by 
the  average  number  of  occupants  as  found  at  the  last  census, 
though  I think  this  figure  has  increased  since  then — when  it 
was  about  six. — Our  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that  during  a 
course  of  house-to-house  inspection  he  made,  207  houses  were 
found  to  contain  two  or  more  families,  the  total  number  of 
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occupants  being  1,430,  an  average  of  6.90  (practically  7)  per 
house.  Of  this  number  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  625  were 
children  under  ten  years  of  age.  It  would  have  been  better  if 
we  could  have  had  an  enumeration  of  the  whole  district,  but 
this  of  course  with  the  many  other  important  duties  to  be 
performed,  and  being  practically  single-handed,  was  imprac- 
ticable. As  it  is,  the  time  and  trouble  taken  was  very 
considerable,  but  I think  it  confirms  my  opinion  that  the 
district  taken  as  a whole  would  probably  work  out  at  an 
average  population  per  house  of  about  six.  The  bouses 
inspected,  for  obvious  reasons,  were  those  most  likely  to  have 
the  largest  number  of  inmates  ; there  are  of  course,  in  other 
parts,  private  houses  which  contain  a fewer  number. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  your  Rate  Collector,  I have  been 
informed  that  the  number  of  houses  (counting  dats  as  houses) 
is  3,460,  of  which  number  300  are  at  the  present  time  empty. 
The  balance  of  occupied  houses  then  is  3,160,  and  therefore 
my  estimate  of  the  population  is  about  18,960.  To  this 
number,  however,  must  be  added  the  Central  London  District 
Schools,  the  population  of  which  is  estimated  at  1,200,  which 
brings  the  population  up  to  20,160.  This  shows  an  increase 
of  384  since  my  last  report. 

The  Births 

The  number  of  Births  registered  was  493  (215  boys  and 
278  girls).  The  total  number  of  births  shows  a decrease  of 
71  compared  with  last  year.  The  birth  rate  is  therefore  24.4 
per  1,000  of  the  population  ; it  was  28.5  for  1906. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

The  high  death  rate  of  Infants  under  12  months  has  for 
some  time  been  a blot  on  the  public  health  sheet  of  this  and 
other  countries,  and  therefore  it  is  with  especial  pleasure  I am 
able  to  state  that  the  Infantile  Mortality  statistics  in  Ilanwell 
show  a marked  improvement  over  past  years. 

Out  of  493  births  that  occurred  during  the  year,  50  died 
before  reaching  the  age  of  12  months,  that  is  to  say,  the 
Infant  Mortality  rate  per  1,000  births,  registered  during  the 
year  is  101.41--the  previous  year  it  was  131.5.  The  cool  and 
wet  summer  largely  assisted  in  the  improvement  mentioned 
above,  and  I hope  and  believe  that  the  card  which  we  have 
had  printed  with  simple  instructions  for  the  care  of  infants, 
and  which  is  given  to  the  mothers  when  they  register  their 
baby’s  birth,  has  after  some  barren  years  at  last  begun  to  bear 
fruit.  Although  improved,  our  Infantile  mortality  is  still  far 
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too  high,  but  any  improvement  in  the  death  rate  during  what 
I might  almost  term  “ the  fatal  12  months  ” is  a great  source 
of  satisfaction  to  me. 

The  recent  Act  of  1907  (Notification  of  Births’  Act)  has 
been  introduced  to  assist  in  the  above,  but  your  Council  having 
carefully  considered  its  various  clauses  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  time  is  not  ripe  for  its  adoption  in  Hanwell,  owing  to 
there  being  no  District  Nurse  or  such  like  person  here  at 
present.  It  was  considered  useless  to  adopt  it  till  such  time 
as  the  necessary  machinery  could  be  carried  out  satisfactorily, 
which  is  unlikely  at  present  owing  to  smallness  of  staff,  etc. 

Deaths. 

There  were  179  deaths  registered,  33  of  these  occurring 
in  Institutions  outside  the  district,  this  number  being  62  less 
than  last  year.  The  Death  rate  is  very  low  and  a matter  for 
congratulation,  being  only  7.2  per  1,000  (excluding  deaths  that 
occurred  outside  the  district). 

Marriages. 

During  the  year  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  89  Marriages 
were  registered  for  this  district  : —

Public  Buildings. 

We  have  only  the  Cottage  Hospital,  the  St.  Joseph’s 
Roman  Catholic  Convalescent  Home,  the  Central  London 
District  and  St.  Saviour’s  Union  (combined)  Schools. 

No  event  has  occurred  at  any  of  these  institutions  to  call 
for  comment  from  a public  health  point  of  view. 

Infectious  Diseases 

During  the  year  167  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  have 
been  notified  as  against  159  notified  last  year,  and  168  the 
year  before.  They  were  as  follows  : —

There  have  been  14  more  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified 
this  year  than  last,  but  I am  pleased  to  say  that  the  disease 
has  not  been  of  a virulent  type,  and  no  deaths  have  resulted 
from  it. 

Diphtheria 

There  have  been  14  less  cases  of  diphtheria  notified  this 
year  than  last,  and  four  deaths  have  resulted  from  it,  all 
between  the  ages  of  one  and  five  years.  The  early  use  of  the 
Anti-Diphtheritic  Serum  which  you  have  supplied  gratuitously 
has  been  of  great  service  in  reducing  the  death  rate  of  this 
very  fatal  disease. 

Erysipelas. 

There  have  been  32  cases  of  Erysipelas  notified  compared 
with  20  last  year.  No  deaths  have  resulted  from  it. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

It  is  with  great  satisfaction  that  I am  able  to  report  that 
definite  steps  have  been  taken  towards  the  erection  of  an 
Isolation  Hospital  for  the  District.  No  one  except  those 
intimately  connected  with  the  public  health  work  of  the 
district  can  have  any  idea  what  a boon  such  a Hospital 
will  be. 

At  present,  as  will  be  seen  by  referring  to  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  Report,  an  arrangement  has  been  made  with  the 
Acton  Urban  District  Council  for  removal  of  cases  considered 
by  me  as  urgent — on  the  grounds  of  a case  occurring  in  a 
crowded  house,  milk  shop,  or  such  like;  with  a view  to  prevent 
the  disease,  more  especially  Scarlet  Fever,  spreading.  Those 
cases  that  can  afford  to  make  private  arrangements  are  urged 
to  do  so.  The  fact  of  our  having  a suitable  ambulance,  often 
acting  as  an  inducement  for  their  speedy  removal,  but  though 
from  these  cases  a certain  amount  of  the  cost  is  recovered,  still 
the  arrangement  is  very  costly  ( vide  the  Inspector’s  report). 

Enteric  Fever. 

No  cases  have  occurred  in  the  district  during  the  past 
year ; this  speaks  well  for  the  water  supply  of  the  district. 

Epidemics. 

There  has  been  no  epidemic  of  any  disease  during  1907. 

Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  are  always  with  us,  and  on 
this  account  extra  vigilance  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  constantly  required  in 
order  to  try  and  prevent  these  diseases  taking  an  epidemic 
form. 
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Small  Pox 

There  have  been  no  cases  during  the  past  year.  Up  to 
the  present  time  I know  the  district  to  be  thoroughly  vaccinated, 
but  I cannot  answer-'for  the  future,  as  I fear  owing  to  the 
latest  law  on  the  question  of  vaccination,  which  makes 
exemption  so  easy,  that  it  is  only  a matter  of  time,  before  this 
district,  and  in  fact  the  whole  country,  falls  again  to  the  prey 
of  that  most  terrible  of  scourges  — Small  Pox.  I am,  however, 
glad  to  say  that  we  are  better  off  as  regards  the  immediate 
isolation  of  this  disease  should  such  occur,  for  we  not  only 
have  a share  with  Ealing  in  the  Joint  Hospital  at  Perivale,  but 
also  have  the  right  to  promptly  send  a case  to  the  Joint 
Districts’  Small  Pox  Hospital  at  South  Mimms. 

Tuberculosis. 

33  deaths  were  reported  due  to  this  disease,  nine  of  which 
deaths  occurred  in  Institutions  outside  the  district,  which  is 
10  more  than  last  year.  Tubercular  disease  is  in  some  form 
or  other  on  the  increase  all  over  the  country,  and  until  the 
principles  of  cleanliness  and  fresh  air  are  more  thoroughly 
learnt,  I am  afraid  will  continue  to  be  so. 

When  a death  from  Phthisis  occurs  in  your  district,  the 
house  is  visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  an  offer  made 
to  disinfect  in  order  to  prevent  the  disease  spreading  to  others. 
This  offer  as  I mentioned  last  year  is  unfortunately  not  often 
accepted.  There  were  14  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
during  the  year  in  the  district,  and  in  only  half  this  number 
was  permission  given  to  disinfect  the  premises. 

Measles. 

This  disease  caused  five  deaths,  and  was  present  in  various 
parts  of  the  district  the  whole  year.  The  mortality  in  this 
(itself  a mild  disease)  is  usually  due  to  negligence  in  allowing 
the  child  to  go  out  before  really  convalescent,  only  to  develop 
bronchitis  or  other  lung  trouble  which  proves  fatal.  It  was 
discussed  but  considered,  by  my  advice,  unnecessary  to  add 
this  disease  to  the  list  of  those  compulsorily  notifiable  diseases. 
Little  or  no  advantage  at  present  would  be  derived  thereby. 

Whooping*  Cough. 

This  disease  was  prevalent  during  the  year,  and  was  the 
cause  of  three  deaths,  all  in  children  under  five  years. 
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Diarrhoaa. 

There  were  only  three  deaths  due  to  this  complaint,  all  of 
them  in  infants  under  one  year  old. 

Last  year  there  were  34  deaths,  31  of  them  occurring  in 
infants  under  12  months.  The  tremendous  improvement  on 
the  mortality  of  infants  from  this  disease  I have  already 
commented  on. 

The  Ambulance. 

I am  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  in  October  an  Ambu- 
lance was  purchased  from  the  Bristol  Wagon  and  Carriage 
Company  for  the  removal  of  patients  in  this  district  suffering 
from  infectious  disease. 

The  Ambulance  is  well  built  and  roomy  and  two  patients 
can  be  removed  at  one  time.  It  was  purchased  at  a cost  of 
£73,  and  arrived  at  the  end  of  October,  and  I venture  to  say  it 
will  soon  repay  its  cost,  as  in  the  two  months  November  and 
December,  it  saved  the  Council  £14  7s.  Roughly  it  means  a 
saving  of  10/-  a journey. 

Water  Supply. 

The  district  is  supplied  by  that  part  of  the  Metropolitan 
Water  Board,  formerly  known  as  the  Grand  Junction  Water 
Company.  Practically  100  per  cent  of  the  houses  are  supplied 
from  this  source,  and  I have  not  received  any  complaint  as  to 
impurity  or  insufficiency. 

The  wells  that  were  formerly  in  use  in  the  district  were 
closed  on  my  advice  some  years  ago. 

Sewage  Farm. 

Considerable  improvements  have  been  made  at  the 
Sewage  Farm  in  connection  with  the  land  and  treatment  of 
the  sewage.  Samples  of  effluent  have  been  taken  periodically 
by  the  Inspector  of  the  Middlesex  County  Council  and  the 
Thames  Conservancy,  which  samples  on  analysis  have  proved 
satisfactory.  Fish  have  been  kept  in  the  carriers  round  the 
Sprinkler  Filters,  and  thrive  well  in  the  effluent  from  the  beds. 
The  farm  and  works  are  in  a satisfactory  condition,  and 
thoroughly  up  to  date  so  far  as  the  treatment  of  sewage  is 
concerned. 

In  Conclusion. 

In  concluding  this  my  Eleventh  Annual  Report,  I cast 
my  thoughts  over  the  last  eleven  years,  and  I think  of  Han  well 
then  and  now.  From  a mere  village  has  sprung  up  an  important 
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township,  and  with  its  increase  in  its  population  and  im- 
portance, our  work  as  Public  Health  Officials  has  become 
more  and  more  arduous,  but  I feel  we  may  look  back  with 
satisfaction  on  what  has  been  accomplished  in  the  past,  and 
stimulated  by  past  achievements,  endeavour  to  continue  to 
keep  the  public  health  and  sanitary  affairs  of  Hanwell  up  to 
the  high  standard  it  now  attains. 

I must  again  thank  the  Council  for  their  unvarying  kind- 
ness to  me  and  express  my  indebtedness  to  Mr.  Thomas,  your 
Sanitary  Inspector,  who  is  always  so  attentive  to  his  work, 
and  a very  great  help  to  me  in  many  ways.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

INSPECTOR  OF  NUISANCES 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1907. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  again  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual 
Report  shewing  the  work  carried  out  by  the  department 
during  the  past  year. 

Systematic  Inspection. 

Houses  inspected  house-to-house  550 

Houses  inspected  other  than  house-to-house  365 
Re-inspections  of  premises  re  Nuisances  ...  1861 

Total  inspections  and  re-inspections  ...  2776

During  the  course  of  house  to  house  inspection,  207  houses 
were  found  to  contain  two  or  more  families  with  the  number  of 
occupiers  as  follows : 805,  adults;  625  children;  (children  over 
ten  years  being  counted  as  adults)  this  gives  an  average  to  each 
house  of  nearly  eight  occupiers. 

Nuisances. 

During  the  past  year  592  nuisances  and  contraventions  of 
the  bye  laws  have  been  found  and  abated  ; 130  statutory  notices 
have  been  served  and  748  letters  have  been  sent  to  owners  or 
their  agents  drawing  their  attention  to  the  various  nuisances, 
and  calling  for  their  abatement.  I find  this  method  of  com- 
municating with  the  owner  has  the  effect  of  having  the  nuisances 
abated  more  speedily  than  the  serving  of  a notice.  In  connec- 
tion with  the  abatement  of  nuisances  87  interviews  took  place 
with  the  owners  or  their  agents. 

Infectious  Disease. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-five  houses  were  visited  in  connec- 
tion with  infectious  diseases,  and  466  revisits  were  made  during 
the  isolation  of  the  patients  at  home.  A number  of  the  cases 
were  removed  to  the  following  Isolation  Hospitals  :

Total  removals  38 
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The  cost  incurred  by  the  removal  and  maintenance  of  the 
1 7 patients  sent  to  the  Acton  Hospital  amounted  to  £356  17s; 
an  average  cost  of  £20  19s  lOd.  per  patient. 

Infected  rooms  to  the  number  of  115  were  disinfected  and 
in  105  cases  the  walls  were  stripped  ; 1850  infected  articles  of 
bedding  and  clothing  were  removed  and  disinfected ; as  was 
also  a number  of  books  belonging  to  the  Free  Library.  Five 
houses  comprising  seven  rooms  were  disinfected  after  deaths 
from  Phthisis,  and  78  articles  removed  and  disinfected  also. 
Communications  relating  to  infectious  disease  to  the  number  of 
347  were  sent  to  Schools,  Laundries,  Works,  Milk  dealers  &c. 

Gipsies. 

I an  pleased  to  report  that  gipsies  have  not  troubled  the 
district  as  in  former  years.  Only  4 cases  came  under  my  obser- 
vation and  these  were  removed  from  the  district  the  same  day  as 
warned. 

Bakehouses. 

The  Bakehouses  on  the  register  number  10;  4 of  which  are 
cellar  bakehouses  and  have  been  granted  a certificate  of  fitness. 
36  visits  have  been  made  and  in  8 instances  it  was  found  that 
the  limewashing  had  not  been  carried  out  as  required  by  the 
Act,  but  this  was  done  on  the  attention  of  the  occupiers  being 
drawn  to  the  matter. 

Workshops. 

14  Workshops  (various  trades),  are  upon  the  register,  and 
27  Visits  have  been  made.  There  were  no  contraventions,  all 
being  of  very  few  workers,  and  generally  kept  clean. 

Laundries. 

31  Visits  have  been  made  to  the  above  of  which  there  are  18 
upon  the  register.  They  are  kept  generally  in  a clean  condition. 
3 Contraventions  were  found,  and  which  were  rectified  on  the 
attention  of  the  Occupiers  being  drawn  to  the  matter. 

Outworkers. 

There  are  7 Outworkers  in  the  district,  and  22  Visits  were 
made.  The  premises  were  all  kept  in  a clean  condition  and 
there  has  been  no  cases  of  infectious  disease  in  the  houses. 

Cowsheads,  Dairies  and  Milkshops. 

There  are  now  17  Milk-Sellers  (mostly  in  a small  way)  and 
3 Cowkeepers  upon  the  register.  36  Visits  have  been  made. 
Although  the  premises  were  found  in  the  aggregate  very  clean, 
no  protection  seems  to  be  taken  for  the  Milk  exposed  for  sale  in 
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the  Milk-Shops.  I have  often  pointed  out  the  necessity  of  keep- 
ing the  milk  covered  so  as  to  keep  out  the  dirt,  &c.,  but  it  is 
very  seldom  that  the  cover  is  found  on  when  the  premises  are 
visited. 

Slaughter  Houses, 

There  are  only  4 of  these  within  the  district  and  3 generally 
used.  Quarterly  Visits  have  been  made  to  these,  no  contraven- 
tions found. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

Samples  under  these  Acts  are  taken  by  Mr.  Tyler,  the 
Inspector,  Brentford.  As  far  as  I can  ascertain  no  return  as  to 
the  number  of  samples  taken  and  the  result  of  the  analysis  is, 
supplied  to  the  Council. 

Dana!  Boats  Acts. 

The  Number  of  Boats  Inspected  : — During  the  year  1907,  11 
Canal  Boats  were  visited  and  inspected.  The  Boats  were  in 
the  aggregate  registered  for  32  adults  and  10  children,  and  the 
number  living  on  board  at  time  of  inspection  was  17  adult  males, 
6 adult  females  and  3 children  ; giving  an  average  to  each  boat 
of  2-3. 

The  boats  inspected  were  all  used  in  the  carrying  of  bricks, 
and  owing  to  the  continued  depression  of  the  building  trade  in 
the  district,  the  number  of  boats  coming  to  unload  at  Macklin’s 
Dock  is  continually  growing  smaller.  Numerous  visits  have 
been  made,  and  in  the  great  majority  of  the  visits  there  were  no 
boats  to  inspect.  The  boats  were  kept  generally  in  a clean 
condition,  and  no  cause  for  complaint  could  be  made  with  regard 
to  uncleanliness  of  same.

Legal  Proceedings  : --No  Legal  proceedings  were  taken 
during  the  year. 

Infectious  Disease  : - There  were  no  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  notified  on  any  of  the  boats  plying  in  the  district. 

I received  a visit  from  His  Majesty’s  Inspector,  Owen 
Llewellyn,  Esq.,  on  the  18th  December,  1907,  who  examined  the 
work  done  for  the  vear. 

Drainage  Examinations, 

135  Drains  have  been  tested  either  by  the  water  or  smoke 
test,  on  complaint,  or  after  infectious  disease,  and  on  completion 
of  work  after  notice.  I am  again  pleased  to  report  that  owners 
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are  now  seeing  the  force  of  placing  iron  drains  under  houses, 
and  this  has  been  done  in  a great  number  of  cases.  The  Volatile 
test  has  also  been  applied  on  numerous  occasions  during  house 
to  house  and  other  inspections. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

42  Observations  have  been  taken  of  Work’s  Chimneys 
within  the  District.  No  offences  were  caused. 

Cemeteries. 

The  Cemeteries  within  the  district  have  been  visited,  and 
these  have  been  kept  in  good  order,  and  there  has  been  no  cause 
for  complaint. 

In  conclusion,  I have  again  to  thank  the  Council  and  Dr. 
Hope,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  for  their  cordial  support  in 
the  carrying  out  of  my  various  duties.
